Studies of Cousin Marriages 
Alexander Graham Bell made 
many studies of the nation’s blind 
and deaf and found a large num­ 
ber of cousin marriages. In cer- 
t. n inbred families on M artha’s 
Vineyard he found l l per cent of 
deaf mutism. Studies made on one 
of the peninsulas of Chesapeake 
Bay showed an abnormal number 
of dwarfs. 
Such are some of the bad re­ 
sults of cousin marriages. I sup­ 
pose the remnants of the prejudice 
I against it is that cousins who are 
feeble-minded or even mentally 
below par tend to cling together 
because they are uncomfortable 
in the presence of people mentally 
alert.

• WASHINGTON *— Communism is becoming a grave worry to 
statesmen of the United Nation*. In fact, it threatens to evolve 
more complications for them than they have experienced in connec­ 
tion with Nazi and Fascist activities. 
The democracies have realized all along that they had the Nazi* 
and Fascists to fight and that the Falangists were an undemocratic 
influence, though not out-and-out in arms. They also started out on 
the assumption that Communism was at least a* bad 
Hotrod for 
ss the others, and perhaps even more violent. 
Nail Re«im« 
The democratic anti-Nazi complex never has worn 
off, however. It is bitterer now than ever it was 
D**S-$*at#d 
before. It is ferocious but no puzzle. We know we 
hate the Nazi regime; there is no argument about i t 
Anti-Falangism is a mere m atter of dislike, not energetic. 
We are as anti-Fascist as the law allows. 
There is a marked distinction, though. An anti-Nazi generally is 
an an ti-Germ an likewise. But by no means does it necessarily follow 
that an anti-Fascist is an anti-Italian. Indeed, with Italy's abolition 
af Duce Mussolini, Italians have gravitated largely into the anti- 
Axi* classifically n. 
Th* Japanese do not count in this discussion. We hate them, to be 
our*, but we do it independently. 
At last we get down to the anxiety-breeding Communists. 
They started, In Russia, ahead of the Fascists and Nan*, sway 
•head of the Falangists and they Mere a well-organized force all of 
a vo-vie <x Ut* mm a eau a lions a**. 


Both we and the more moderate element of the radical* eschewed 
them. 
Then they flopped. They appeared to have become democrats. 
All went well—for awhile. 
Our interpretation was that we had converted the Soviets, Com­ 
rade Josef Stalin seemed on the friendliest term s with us. 
Then, overnight, Hitler and Stalin aigned that 1939 pact. Then, 
Germany’s attack on the Russians drove the Soviets back into the 
pro-democratic ranks 
Any way you look at it, it was a Russian flop Germanyward away 
from the democracies. Which is exsctly what would not have been 
expected. 
The nub la— 
The democracies had a notion that Ruaaia had become democratic. 
Obviously, it had not. It had remained Communistic, or, if you please, 
anarchistic. 
Italy does not know what the heck it wants. 
Spain knows still less 
Latin America wants what th* United States wants, but is not 
clear on the subject. 
Turkey and some of our little countries sr* left 
guessing. 
Japan and China are gambles. 
The so-called civilized part of the world it what 
we are betting on. 
Everything else is in a state of chaos. 
China, Japan and the host of little countries are too mixed to 
asaort themselves. The big western Allied countries are too mixed, 
similarly. 
There are only two of them—the United States and Britain. 
Plus Russia—maybe. 
And I have my doubts about Russia. 
It is a more skeptical realm than Germany 
Comrade Stalin may have more nerve than Hitler has. 
That is the democratic worry.

ARMY-NAVY JEALOUSY 
The Army, necessarily anxious 
to build several thousand gliders 
for landing operations in Europe 
and build them immediately, had 
adopted the Waco type of glider. 
Meanwhile the Navy, working 
on a smaller scale and a little 
more slowly, adopted a more effi­ 
cient type of glider, manufactured 
by Allied Aviation in Baltimore 
and Winston-Salem, N. C., and by 
Bristol Aero at West Haven, Conn. 
The Navy glider can be landed 
either on land or water, and ac­ 
cording to official reports "gen­ 
erally has shown better perform­ 
ances than the glider which the 
Army has placed in production." 
Inside fact was that the Admir­ 
als themselves w’ere not particu­ 
larly interested in gliders, except 
indirectly for the Marines. The 
Navy itself does not land men as 
an attacking force, but carries Ma­ 
rines for that purpose. 
But for a time after the landing 
at Guadalcanal, when it looked as 
if the Marines would play an in­ 
creasingly aggressive role in the 
war, the Navy, acting as procure­ 
ment agency for the Marines, or­ 
dered a lot of these superior, am­ 
phibian gliders. 
It was at about this time that 
Allied Aviation asked the Navy's 
permission to approach the Army 
with a view to manufacturing its 
superior type glider for the Army. 
But the Navy said no. Since then, 
this negative position has been 
modified, but months later, when 
it was difficult to change. 
Latest development is that quite 
recently the Navy drastically cur­ 
tailed its glider program, almoat 
wiped it out. Net result of all this 
is that the Army has been push­ 
ing production of the type of glid­ 
er which crashed at St. Louis, 
while the Navy has almost cut out
